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WASTAGE IN 
UNIVERSITIES. 


The problem of wastage fn 
Eastern universities is one of 
which a great deal has been heard 
from time to time, and, despite all 
that has been done, by raising the 
matriculation standard and by 
other means, it ‘still remains 
largely unsolved. Much of the 


4{rouble lies in the fact that many 


students come from schools to the 
universities improperly trained 
and mentally unfitted for a uni- 
versity education: They hive 
been taught certain subjects, but 
they have not been taught how to 
assimilate knowledge. Aa” a re- 
sult, during the cours leading 
up, say, to the intermediate ex- 
amination, the university has to 
teach them what they should have 
learned at schoo). It follows that 
there ix thus a great wastaye—a 
wastage of the time and energies 
of the university und a wastage of 
money by parents on niaterial 
which should have beén found un- 
suitable before it reached the unl- 
versity. This was the theme of a 
recent address by Sir Benjamin 
Heald, the Vice-Chancellor of .the 
Rangoon University, and as | his 
yemnrks ‘have some application to 
cqnditions which apply to the 
Hongkong University in common 
with other such ‘institutions, it 
will not come amiss if we in-

Germany's Credit. 

It was inevitable thnt the com- 
mittee of international bankers 
Investigating Germnny’s financial 
position should endorse the re- 
commendation of the London Con- 
ference to “frevze” the outstand- 
ing short-term credits in that 
country. At present they amount 
to roughly 7,500,000,000 marks, 
and the decision of the bankers 
really amounts to a conversion of 
these short-term * commitments 
into a longer-term lonn. When 
the position is analysed, it is re- 
vealed that the lenders renily had 
no option in the matter. The 
foreign banks share with the Ger- 
man banks a responsibility for 
the unwise uses to which the 
short-term funds in Germany have 
been used, It must have, been 
quite obvious that in investing 
these borrowings in fixed plant 
and otherwise making the moncy 
illiquid, the German. banka would 
be in a difficult plight in the event 
of a sudden recall of the borrow- 
ed funds. Yet the German banks 
do not seem to have experienced 
any difficulty in borrowing. A 
panic .in the financial market, the 
withdrawal of nearly 3,000,000,000 
marks of credit in seven months 
cxposed this inability of Germany 
to realise its resources in cash, 
Hence the moratorium and the 
anxious conferences of the pnst 
two. months. The desideratum of 
German confidence -Is that she 
shall no longer live in the un- 
certainty. of a further drain of 
foreign capital now - the police 
measures which operated ugainst 
an internal money panic have been 
rélaxed. As pointed out by the 
Basle committee, Germany holds 
the key to the’salution. She must 
draw in her horns to a consider- 
able extent. An effort must be 
made to reduce imports and in- 
crease exports, Heavy outgoings 
cannot, in future, be met by equal- 
ly heavy borrowings at high rates 
of interest. Such a courac - will 
only ‘result In an intensification of 
her financial. difficulties anda 
final crash which no form of in- 
fetnational action other than shcor 
philanthropy will avert.

We talk‘of spending time, and 
usin? or waating or saving time, 
just as we talk of spending or 
wasting money, and there is more 
in that than a mere Identity of 
exprossion. 

The more we look upon time 
as a valuable possession which 
can supply us with some of she 
Les things in life, the mora we 
sch get out of it. 

We wake up cvery morning with 
our fund of time intact for the 
day before us, Most,of us will 
have to spend a large part of it: 
in the earning of our livings, and 
another large part over cating 
and sleeping and the other neces- 
sities, of life. as : x 

The time spent over work may 
produce more satisfaction than 
any, or it may be no more than 4 
necessary drudgery. But it is 
with time as it is with money; 
the greater part of either is want- 
ed to enable us to keep going, and 
it Is what is felt that makes the 
difference tetween a satisfactory 
lifé and o dull one. 

Of the two, the spare change of 
time is more, valuable than that 
of money, Money will buy 
pleasures, but time is necessbry 
in which to enjoy them, We can 
enjoy ourselves without .

Supposing we were to keep a 
stict account of time spent in the 
course of the day, as some of us 
keep an account of money spent, 
how much of our treasuré would 
be seen to be simply wasted?

A faulty downswing’ often can 
be attributed to the improper 
functioning of the ‘left side, 
especially the Jeft foot. 

T have seen playera start the 
downswing with the left heel still 
off the ground and the body turn- 
ed away from the objective. — If 
one swings in‘this manner, the 
arms cannot swing freely and the 
hitting power is blocked by the 
left side. 

The backawing is made by turns 
ing the body away from the ball 


and raising the arms and hands. |’ 


It naturally follows that. the 
reverse of this is the downswing. 

Turn the body back ,to the 
ball. This is easily accomplished 
if the left heel, is replaced first. 
Replacing the heel with the 
natural turn of the body toward 
the ball will enable the left side 
to furn out of the way and the 
hitting will be done freely.—

NEW ROUND TABLE. 
London, Aug. 20. 

The India Office announces 
that the Government have de- 
cided to convene a Burma Round 
Table Conference and to invite 
representatives of the interests 
in Burma to meet the re- 
presentatives of the Government 
and of other parties In Parlia- 
ment for the purpose of seeking 
the greatest possible measure of 
agreement regarding the futura 


constitution of Burma and the 
relations of Burma with India. 


The Burma Sub-Committee ‘ of 
the Indian “Round Table ‘Con- 
forctice in January last made a 
recommendation in favour of the] 
separation of Burma and at the 
plenary session, ‘the Prime Mitiis- 
ter ‘snid the Government would 
pursue the decisions.of the Sub-
